Further to our telephone conversation of yesterday afternoon, the 
position on street lighting energy and maintenance costs is as 


follows : 
Energy cost to October 31 $ 286,339 
Maintenance cost to October 31 $ 173,308 
Relamping contract already awarded $ 20,281 
Total spent and committed ‘ $ 479,928 
City authorization for year 1976 $ 573,000 
Balance available for November, December, 1976 $ 93,072 
Estimated energy cost, November, December, 1976 $ 65,700 
Balance available for maintenance $ 27,372 


Because the City authorization of $573,000 was given to us as a maximum 
not to be exceeded, we have been cutting back on lamp replacements, etc., 
in November with the result that a considerable backlog has accumulated. 


I estimate that if we are to try to catch up this backlog and to maintain 
an acceptable standard of repair and replacement in December, which, 
historically, has been a month of higher than average expenditure, we 
will need an increase in authorization of $10,000 for maintenance 


purposes.
